Report of the Superintendent of Schools. 


» 


Since my appointment to the office of superintendent 
of schools in the district which includes this town, much 


time has necessarily been spent by me in studying the > 
conditions and needs of the schools and applying my ideas 


as fast as possible without endeavoring to revolutionize 
the existing systems. The greater portion of a \superin- 
tendent’s time is devoted to a study of schools under his 
charge and the conditions in schools of other places, ap- 
plying in his schools any desirable features found in other 


fields, eliminating objectionable, and, as far as possible, 


unscientific ideas and practices from his schools, to aid 
teachers in the management and conduct of their classes 
and individual pupils in such a manner as to make the 
schools most creditable to the town and to carry out ‘the 


will of the school board as representatives of the people. 


Partly owing to the relatively small lists of visitors 
registered in the schools, few people realize the exact con- 
ditions with which those most directly connected with the 
mannagement of school affairs have to contend. I found 
the schools of Rumney well cared for individually in so 


far as is consistent with the customary time and profes- — 


sional training at the disposal of a school board, but a 
town system, grades and a standard requirement for each, 
proofs of scholarship an@ progress, a definite plan of work 
and a system for following and directing the same, and 
kindred elements desirable in well directed and efficient 


systems were lacking, and these things, the board gave 
me to understand, were what were desired. These de+ — 
ficiencies I have endeavored to remedy as far as the limit- 
ed means at my disposal would permit, and, at the begin- 
ning of next term, I hope to have a system by which the 


work can be still better followed and directed and the in-

cidental details of the school management more effectively 


looked after. Greater regularity in attendance and more 
conformity to certain statutory provisions are among the 


- points to be bettered. 


The schools are now all graded and classes pursuing 
work according to a course of study which compares 
favorably with the requirements in places enjoying the best 
educational facilities, and promotions take place only 
when the prescribed work for a grade is satisfactorily com- 
pleted. This may call forth unfavorable comment at times 
but is the only way to preserve efficient schools to the 
credit of a town and the benefit of the pupils. Many of 
the schools are largé, not in point of members but of 
grades, and the best and most extensive and intensive work 
cannot be done with so great a range of ages with one 
teacher. This is especially true at Montview, Depot and 
Quincy; the number of class recitations in these schools 
has been greatly reduced since last April and more time 
accordinly put on the recitations remaining. A glance at 


the course of study, which I hope to soon be able to sup- 


ply to all parents and which may now be seen at any 
school, shows some radical departures from conditions pre- 
vailing before the spring term. Very few pupils are strict- 


ly up to the requirements of the ‘course and it will take 


time and persistent oversight to bring about this desired 


result. 


Efforts have been made to better the work and in- 


struct teachers in my ideas by meetings of the teachers, 


individual talks and by circular letters and tracts dealing 
with different phases of the school work and I feel that 
such incentives have been productive of renewed energy 
for accomplishing the desired result—more efficient educa- 
tion. | 

Parent’s day have been instituted, tho not as well at- 
tended in all cases as they should have been. By these 
days an effort is made to induce parents to be more active- 
ly interested in the school life of their children and to

‘The equipment of the school department’ is very 
creditable, with the exception of the building at the village ; 
which is decidedly out of keeping with what a town of the ea 
standing of Rumney should have. The text-books are well : | 
as far as they go but need to be greatly supplemented in. é 
number and variety. Maps, apparatus and equipment for 
class work, especially the Primary/grades, is conspicuous- 
ly lacking and I hope a beginning may speedily be made 
to remedy this defect. . 

During the last school year, 148 ripils iokistavene in 
the schools. The greatest number per teacher was 35, 
the least was 19. Fourteen were not absent or tardy dur-

My work has been been facilitated to a large extent 
by the efficient cooperation of the teachers as a whole, and 
with this continued, and a proper interest in school matters |
